John q,nlncy Adnm* on Slavery an 
Emancipation as Affected lUy."War. 


In 1842, (April 14th,) John Quincy Ad 


ams mado in the house of representatives 
speech on an apprehended war with G-rea 
Britain and -with Mexico, whereof the fo! 
lowing extract will now be read with livel 
interest: 


I said that, as far as I could understan, 


the resolutions proposed by the gentlemai 
from Ohio, (Mr. Giddings,) there were som 
of them for which I was ready to vote, anc 
some which I moat vote against; and I wil 
now tell this house, my constituents, .am 
the world of mankind,'that the resolution 
against which I would have voted was tha 
in which he declares that what are callet 
the slave states have the exclusive right o 
consultation on the subject of slavery. 
For that resolution I never would vote be 
cause I believe thnt it is not just, and does 
not contain constitutional doctrine. ,1 be 
lieve that so long as the slave states are 
able to sustain their institution without go- 
ing abroad,' or calling upon other parts o 
the Union to aid_ them or to act on the sub- 
ject, so long I will consent never to- inter- 
fere. But if they come' to the free states 
and .say to them you must help us to keep 
down our slaves, you must aid tis in an in- 
surrection and a civil war, then I say thai 
with that call comes a full and plenary 
power to this house and to the senate over 
the whole subject. It is a war power. 
say it is a war power; and when your coun- 
try ^is actually in war, whether it be a war 
of invasion or a war of insurrection, con- 
gress has power to carry on the war, and 
must carry it on according to the laws of 
war, 
and by the laws of war an invaded 


country has all its laws and municipal in- 
stitutions swept by the board, and martial 
law takes the place of them. This power 
in congress has perhaps never been called 
into exercise under the present constitution 
of the United States. But when the laws 
of war are in force, what, I ask, is 'one of 
those laws? It is this : that when a coun- 
try is invaded, and two hostile arniies are 
set in martial array, the commanders of both 
armies have power to emancipate all the 
slaves in the invaded territory. Nor is this 
a mere theoretic statement The history 
of South America shows that the doctrine 
has been crrried into practical execution 
within the last thirty years. Slaverv was 
abolished in Colombia, first by the Spanish 
general, Morillo, and second by the Ameri- 
can general, Bolivar. It was abolished by 
virtue of a military command given at the 
head of the army, and its abolition contin- 
ues to be a law to this day. It wag abol- 
ished by the IE.WS of war. and not by mu- 
nicipal enactments. 
The power was exer- 


cised by military commanders, under in- 
structions, of course, from their respective 
governments. 


Congress is now about passings grant to 


refund to Gen. Jackson the amount of a 
certain fine imposed upon him by a judge 
under the laws of the state of Louisiana. 
You arc going to refund, him the money 
with interest; and this yon are going to do 
because the imposition of the fine was nn- 
just. And why unjust? Because General 
Jackson was acting under the laws of war, 
and because the moment yon place a mili- 
tary commander in a district which is the 
theater of war, the laws of war apply to 
that district. I have a correspondence be- 
tween Gen. Jackaon and the governor of 
Georgia, during the Seminole campaign, 
in which Gen. Jackaon asserts the princi- 
ple that he, as governor of a state within 
his' (Gen. Jackson's) military division, had 
no right to give a military order while he 
(Gen. Jackson) was in the field. 
The gov- 


ernor contested the power of Gen. Jackson 
and said all he could for state rights ; but 
Gen. Jackson had given an order, and that 
order was^carried into effect, while the order 
of the-governor was suppressed. Genera 
Jackson had the right of the question. 


I might furnish a thousand proofs to 


show that the pretensions of gentlemen to 
the sanctity of their municipal institutions 
under a state of actual invasion and of ac 
tual war, whether servile, civil or 'foreign 
are wholly unfounded, and that the laws o

JPro-riclona of the War 


The Madison Argus uf yesterday morn- 


ing says :—"The war loan bill reported by 
the Committee of Thirteen, provides for the 
issne.pf bonds to the ainoantof $1,000,000, 
including the $200,000 already authorized. 
The bonds shaii be for not less than $50 
nor more than $1,000 each, and shall bear 
interest at the rate of six per cent., payable 
semi-annnally. 
Bonds of 5500 and up- 


wards shall be payable, principal and inter- 
est^!New York city ; those of a less de- 
nomnration shall be payable at the stats 
treasury. 
They shall be negotiated for 


gold and silver coin alone ; and only coin 
shall be paid for any of the expenses of the 
war. 
The bonds shall be issued from time 


by the governor and state treasurer, and 
shall be negotiated on the best terms that 
in their judgment can be obtained. The 
first $100,000 is to be redeemed in 1877, 
and $100,000 annually thereafter. 
A tax 


is provided to pay the interest annually, 
and to pay the principal as it arrives at 
maturity from time to time." 


INCENDIARISM.—Memphis is infested with 


incendiaries as -well as traitors. Two large 
fires on Thursday night destroyed property 
to the amount of nearly $200,000 including 
one business block and seven dwelling 
houses, with contents. 
These are only two 


of a series of recent conflagrations. 


Richmond, Va., is similarly afflicted, and 


Cres are of frequent occurrence there. 


These fires are charged upon northern 


abolitionists, but they are more likely to be 
the acts of bankrupt southerners who want 
the northern insurance on their property. 
If the owners of the buildings are not the 
incendiaries, the culprits may be found 
among the desperadoes at home who are 
more to be feared than any enemy abroad.

Conflict Between Civil and Military 
Authorities. 


A writ of habeas corpus having been is- 


sued by Judge Giles, of the .U. S'., district 
court of Maryland, directed by Major Mor- 
ris, commandant of Fort McHenry at Bal- 
timore, the gallant Mayor refused to obey 
the writ, and justified himself to the court 
and to the public on the following ground : 


At the date of issuing your writ, and for 


two weeks previous, the city in which you 
live, and where your court has been held, 
was entirely under the control of revolu- 
tionary authorities. 
Within that period, 


United Slates soldiers, while committing no 
offense, Jtad been perfidiously attacked and 
inhumanly murdered in your slreets; no 
punishment had been awarded, I believe no 
arrest has. been made for these atrocious 
crimes ; supplies of provisions intended for 
this garrison have been stopped ; the inten- 
tion to capture the fort had .been boldly 
proclaimed ; your most public thorough- 
fares were daily patrolled by large numbers 
of troops armed and clothed, at least in 
part, by articles stolen from the United 
States ; and the federal flag, while waving 
over the federal offices, was cut down by 
some person wearing the uniform of a 
Maryland soldier. To add to the foregoing, 
an assemblage elected in defiance of law, 
but claiming to be the legislative body of 
your state, and so recognized by the execu- 
tive of Maryland, was debating the forms of 
abrogating the federal compact. If allhhis 
be not. rebellion, I know not what to call it. 
I certainly regard it as sufficient legal.cause 
for suspending the writ of7iabeas corpus. 


Besides, there are certain grounds of ex- 


pediency on which I declined obeying your 
mandate. 


1st. The writ of habeas corpus in the 


bands of an unfriendly po\yer might depop- 
ulate this fortification, and place it at the 
mercy of "a Baltimore mob," in much less 
time than it could be done by all the appli 
ances of modern warfare. 


2d. The ferocious spirit exhibited by your 


community toward the United States army 
would render me very averse to appearing 
publicly and unprotected in the city of Bal- 
timore to defend the interest of the body to 
which I belong. A few days since, a sol- 
dier of this command, while outside the 
walls, was attacked by a fiend or fiends in 
human shape, almost deprived of life, and 
left unprotected about half a mile from gar- 
rison. He was found in this situation, and 
brought in, covered with blood. One of 
your evening prints was quite jocose over 
this laughable occurrence. 


And now, sir,.permit me to say, in con- 


clusion, that no one can regret more than I 
this conflict between the civil and military 
authorities. If, in an experience of thirty- 
three years you have never before known 
the writ of habeas, corpus to be disobeyed, 
it is only because such a contingency in po- 
litical affairs as the present has not before 
arisen. I claim to be a loyal citizen, and I 
hope my former conduct, both official and 
private, will justify this pretension. In any 
condition of affairs, except that of civil war, 
I would cheerfully obey your order, and as 
soon as the present excitement shall pass 
away, I will hold myself ready, not only to 
produce the soldier, but also to appear in 
person to answer for my conduct; but in 
the existing state of sentiment in the city of 
Baltimore, I think it your duty to sustain 
the federal military and to strengthen their 
hands, instead of endeavoring to strike them 
down.

Matter* at Fort PI eke us. 


A correspondent gives a description of 


the preparations at Pensacola to attack 
Fort Pickens. He says : 


" I made an excursion yesterday around 


the semi-circle of the bay which girds Fort 
Pickens, with a view of inspecting the bat- 
teries and encampments of Gen. Brag^'s 
army. This semi-circle commences at the 
navy yard and terminates at the water bat- 
tery, beyond McRae. At short intervals, 
for two miles and a half, there is an unin- 
terrupted line of batteries along the semi- 
circle. 
More are being erected daily by 


the zealous and active volunteers. It is 
amazing the quantity of work they do, and 
the rapidity with which they are drilling 
into good artillerists." 


He concludes a full description of the 


various batteries as follows : 
" The batteries are masked, so lhat they 


are not visible from the sea or bay, and 
have strong parapets of sand bags of great 
thickness, with covered redoubts or mines, 
into which the gunners can retreat. These 
mines are bomb proof. There is a contin- 
uous line of these batteries between the na- 
vy yard and Barrancas, and between Bar- 
rancas and Fort' McRae. 
They are all 


manned by select artillery companies, taken 
from the several regiments. The men are 
drilled constantly at these batteries, and 
handle the guns like old artillerists. 


_ " With McRae, Barrancas, and these va- 
rious sand batteries, Bragg can open a semi- 
circle of fire npon Pickens of over a hun- 
dred guns, most of them 32s, but several 
of them 8 and 10 Inch columbiads. These 
batteries will have the great advantage over 
the fort of a concentrated fire, while Pick- 
ens will be under the necessity of scatter- 
ing and diffusing its fire along a line of sev- 
eral miles. 


"But for the presence of (.his fleet the 


capture of Fort Pickens would be compar- 
atively easy, either by storming or by ap- 
proaches on the jisland." 


CA.KL SCHTOZ'S CAVALRY REGIMENT. 


The war department has commissioned Carl 
Schurz, of Wisconsin, to raise a regiment of 
Germans to serve as cavalry during the war. 
He wants only those who have served in the 
cavalry service in Europe, and who will 
consequently need but little instruction.— 
A company is being raised in Cincinnati. 
Why cannot one be raised in Chicago? 


Schurz gives the following particulars in 


a letter to an officer here, with regard to the 
instructions he has received from the war 
department for the formation of bis regi- 
ment: 
" I am instructed to enlist principally 


such men as have heretofore served in cav- 
alry, and who will not require much drilling 
before taking the field. The regiment will 
consist of five squadrons, each sqadron of 
two companies, each company organized as 
follows : 


One captain, one 1st lieut., one 2d lieut., 


one 1st sergeant, one company quartermas- 
ter sergeant, four sergeants, eight corporals, 
two buglers, two farriers and blacksmiths, 
one saddler, ona wagoner, and seventy-two 
privates ; aggregate ninety-five men, rank 
and file. 


The men will be required to furnish their 


own horses and horse equipments, for which 
they will be allowed fifty cents per day for 
use and risk. 


As to uniform, no regulation has yet been 


made, but I think we shall adopt a cheap 
uniform for field service, probably a blue 
blouse, woolen pants of dark gray cloth, and 
.the army hat. 
Arms will bo furnished by 


the government, and the men will be en- 
listed for three years." 


Old cavalry soldiers who desire to serve 


their country in this emergency, by return- 
ing to the profession of arms, cannot find a 
better opportunity than to enlist in the reg- 
iment to be commanded by the distinguish- 
ed German exile.

changer! and remodeled, preparatory to it 
occupancy as a hotel, by Mr. Soloman Hu 
son, formerly of the American. 
Th 


changes are now nearly completed, and un 
der its present arrangements, with its ampl 
room aud convenient accommodations, w 
regard it, as one of the most homelike an 
comfortable hotel buildings in the state.— 
The office instead of being on the secon 
floor as formerly, in the centre of the bnilc 
ing, is now located at its eastern end on th 
first floor. Back of the office is the larg 
dining room, and back of that is the kitchen 


The Hyatt House, it is known, is fiv 


stories high, and as a whole, is, next to th 
Newhall House of Milwaukee, the larges 
building in the state. Aa at present ar 
ranged the easteim half of the buildin 
constitutes the hotel proper'.* The entranc 
is from the south on-West Milwaukee stree 
and from the east on Franklin street.

Doings In Missouri. 


The Union men of Washington eounb 


having been threatened with extermination 
and some of them having been driven ftom 
Potosi, the county-seat, complaint was made 
to Gen. Lyon, ot the St. Louis arsenal, anc 
that brave and gallant officer determined to 
give the Union men in that section of the 
country protection. 
Accordingly an expe 


dition was planned and put under commanc 
of Capt. Cole, of Company A, fcFifth Eegi 
ment of.U. S. Volunteers. At 10 o'clock 
p. m., Tuesday, May 14th, Capt. Cole's com: 
mand, consisting of some 150 men, left the 
arsenal on a special train for their destina 
tiou. 
They arrived at Potosi at 3 o'clock 


a. m., on Wednesday,and immediately .threw 
a chain of sentinels around the entire town 
Guards . were then stationed around the 
dwellings of the most prominent secession 
ists, and shortly after day light, some 150 
men found themselves prisoners, and march- 
ed off to the court houses Here the priso 
ners were formed in line, and: by the assis 
tance of a gentleman who had been driven 
out of Potosi, who knew all of the inhabi 
tants of the place, the Union men were re- 
cognized and released, amounting to over 
half of those taken prisoners. Some fifty 
of the secessionists were also released, on 
parole of honor, after subscribing to the 
usual oath, not to take up arms against the 
United States, and nine of the leaders were 
marched off to the cars. The guard then 
made a descent on a secession lead manu 
factory, and captured some near four hun- 
dred pigs of that very useful article in time 
of war, which belonged to a man who hac 
been furnishing lead to the southern rebels 
The man's name is John Dean, and is now 
a prisoner at the arsenal. 
It appears he 


was not satisfied to simply sell the lead to 
the enemy, in defiance of the authority o 
the government, but was engaged with his 
own team in hauling it near the Arkansas 
line, where the traitors could get possession 
of it without.danger. The guard capturec 
several pistols, rifles, shot guns and a quan- 
tity of secession uniforms, most of them 
unfinished ; and some uniform cloth. Af- 
ter being furnished with breakfast and din- 
ner, and very handsomely treated Jay the 
Union men of Potosi, and invited to stay a 
month in that place, at their expense, the 
command started forborne. 
On their way 


back, the train made a halt at DeSoto, in 
Jefferson county, where there was to be a 
grand secession " love feast" and flag rais- 
ing1. Here they found a company of seces- 
sion cavalry drilling for the occasion, which 
took to their heels as soon as they got sight 
of the U. S. troops. 
In their flight, the 


cavalry left some thirty of their horses, 
which were captured by the troops and 
placed under guard. 
The pole, one hun- 


dred feet high, on which the" rebels were go- 
ing to fly the secession flag, was soon graced 
with the stars and stripes,~amid the wildest 
enthusiasm of the Union men and govern- 
ment troops. 
The next move was to cap- 


ture the rebel flag, which was known to be 
in town, and for this agreeable duty Capt. 
Cole detailed a guard of six men, under 
command of Sergeant Walker, accompa- 
nied by Dr. Franklin, surgeon of the Filth 
Regiment. 
The 
guard surrounded the 


house supposed to contain the flag, and 
Dr. Franklin and Sergeant Walker entered. 
After searching in vain for some time, the 
Doctor thought he observed the lady of the 
house sitting in rather an uneasy position, 
ind he very politely asked her to rise. 
At 


irst the lady hesitated, but finding the Doc- 
tor's persuasive suavity irresistible, she rose 
slowly, and lo ! the blood red stripe of the 
rebel ensigu appeared below the lady's hoops. 
The Doctor, bowinga graceful " beg pardon, 
madam," stooped, and quietly catching hold 
of the gaudy color, carefully delivered the 
.ady of a secession flag, 30 feet lon£ and 0 
"eet wide. The Doctor bore off his prize in 
iriumph to the camp, were the troops greet- 
ed him with wild shouts, and characterized 
ais ieat as the crowning glory of the occa- 
sion. Here the troops captured another 
rebel leader, and after placing thirty men 
under Lieutenant Murphy, to guard the Un- 
on flag, arid the thirty horses, Capt. Cole's 
command started on their way. 
At Victo- 


ria, the train stopped a moment, when an- 
other secessionist curne up hurrahing for 
Jeff. Davis, and quick as thought the ar- 
lent rebel was surrounded by a half-dozen 
)ayonets, and marched into the cars a pris- 
oner of war, and the train moved on. 
They 


arrived at the arsenal about G£ o'clock p. 
m., where a crowd of soldiers and visitors 
awaited them. The spoils were unloaded, 
and the prisoners marched to safe and com- 
"ortable quarters. 
General Lyon received 


hem in the spirit of a true soldier, and the 
roops gave three cheers for Gen. Lyon, 
hree for Colonel Blair, and three for the 
•itars and Stripes, and then caught the se- 
lession flag and tore it into shreds in a 
winkling.
